A Servant of Gen. Washington. 


An old colored man named Jerry, now 


residing on the farm of Mijor Smoot, of 
Alabama, is said to bo 107 years of age. 
The Salem Sentinel gives the following his- 
tory of his life: 


Ha was born on the property of Col. 


Fauntleroy, of llappuhannock, Virginia, in 
1751, and while Washington was in Phila- 
delphia, attending the Continental Con- 
gress, he purchased him from his master, 
giving thirty pounds for him. 
Soou after 


he became the properly of Washington, 
\5eneral Washington took command of the 
army—taking Jerry with him as liis body 
servant, which position 
Jerry occupied 


until tlm close of the great struggle for 
American independence, taking ao active 
part in all the buttles in which Washington 
was engaged. Jerry recounts with great 
accuracy the prominent incidents of many 
battles, aud shed tear? while relating the 
hardships experienced by the soldiers of the 
American forces, especiallyof the hardships 
in the Jersey colony. 


After the close of the war, Jerry wa? ta- 


ken to Mount Vernon, where he remained 
until tho year before the death of General 
Washington, when, becoming discontented 
in conscq'ieuce of his wife moving to a dis- 
tant neighborhood, he was sold to the owner 
of bis wife. 
A few years after, Jerry's 


ivife died 
He agnin becoming disaatih'eJ 


with bis master, was again soli], and finally 
was carried to Richmond and placed in the 
public market, where ho was purchased by 
the father of Colonel Hugh P. Watson, now 
of Montgomery, Alabama. 
Mr. Watson 


kept Jerry until his death, when be fe',1 in- 
to the bauds of his young master, Col. Hii"h 
P. Watson. 


When the war with Mexico took place, 


and there was a call for volunteers to fight 
the bailies of the country, Col. Watson was 
one of thoso who volunteered. As soon as 
•Jerry heard that, he said his young master 
should uot go unless he, too, went with 
him. Jerry, true to his determination, 
induced by a faithful attachment to 1m 
master, went with 
the Talladega boys. 


Jerry would not only take every opportu- 
nity to kill a Mexican, but would, when he 
could not shoot one, win their money from 
the 'yallar devils,' (a very popular phiaso 
of Jerry's when speaking of the Mexicans.) 
Jerry declares that he and one more of the 
Talladega volunteers (the name Jerry uses 
freely) were the only Americans that could 
beat the Mexicans at monte and such other 
games as they played, and us a proof of it, 
Jerry brought home quite a amuber of 
lumpa of golJ, which he took great delight 
iu showing as specimens of Mexican cur- 
rency. 
When the service of thu Talladega 


volunteers expired iu Mexico, Jerry return- 
ed with bis young master- 


Major Smoot finally purchased Jerry's 


wife, and Col. Watson gave Jerry permis- 
sion to go where aud when he pleased.— 
He stays most of his time at Major Smoot'5, 
feeding pigs, working ia the garden, and 
doing auch Jiltle work as he feels disposed 
to.

ducts than any. 
He added that the farm- 


era in the more northern States and in 
Minnesota were telling out and turning 
their faces towards Missouri, — 'for,' eaid 
he, 'they are getting to think that it isn't 
worth while to let the southerners have all 
the best land, just because they own a few 
niggers !'
